And in 
the next place, they can highly inrich them+- 
jelves by the Bargain; by the unparallelled and 
never enough lamented Bondage and Slavery 
of thoſe poor Creatures and handy work of 
God, And can afford to keep themſelves with 
white hands, except at ſome Times they chance 
to be beſparkled with the Blood of thoſe poor 
Slaves, when they fall to beating them with 
their twiſfed Hides and Horſe-mhips, and other In. 
ftruments of Cruclty, too barbarous bete to relate,

many of them not a &i upon their Backs, and 
ſome of them not a Shoe upon their Foot in 
cold Froſts and um in the Winter Time, that 
many of them have their Feet and other mem— 
bers eren , by reaſon of their Cruel) Uſage ; 
and ſome oi them muſt lie by the Fe amony 
the Aſbes, or be driven out to lie in Huts out of 
Doors among the worſt of their Dogs, for ſome 
of the fincſt of their Dogs they permic to lie 
in the bed with tkemielves. 

And they accomodate their Slaves which ſuch 
Names as theſe, Tiby, Afando, Atroo, Jak, 
Heir and Hagar, and ſuch like Names they give 
to their D-gs and Hur ſes. 

And when their Maſters ſee fit they will Varg 
lem up b their Thumbs, and then command 
another Negro to beat him ſo long, as his Maſter 
ſees fic; this he mult not retule ro do, if it were 
his ewn Father, nav, further, they will force them 
to be very Heg- hen; And notwithſtanding of all 
this, ſome of them muſt gowicth a bang y Belly,

Now all) that tear God cannot but know that 
thoſe men who wie fuch Cruelty arc not only 
void of the Fear of God, but are even deflitute 
of kumare C:vility, and Piry and Mercy; Ihere- 
fore their Example can be no more a Rule for 
Keeping Slaves than 1t is for uſing ſuch inhumane 
Cruelty, which all ſober Men abbor; For ir 
cannot be expected that men of ſuch Cruelty 
have much regard to the lan fulneſs of what they 
do, and it is great Piry that men who are na- 
turally more moderate and mercrtul mould he 
led to the Practice of an unlawtul thing by the 
Example of the 22% of men. 

But to return to the Seryants of ſuch cruel 
Miiters; By this Delcription all may ſec, that

Now Reader, here are all the Ten Commands 
of God (occationed by their Mafters) broken 
by them.

Chriſtians Anſwer, I do canfeſs this is a Proof, 
that ſome of all thoſe ſeveral Seas do Practiſe 
this Point of Impiety, which } would readily 
have conteſſed without a word of Proof, except 
what mine Eyes have ſeen ; For all theſe Sets 
of People both by Principle and Practice do 
Fight, and Kill, and take away the Lives of 


many Thouſands in Battles, for their inriching 


of themſelves, and for their own Advantages, 
and therelore it is no Wonder that ail thoſe Secs 
agree ſo well in making Slaves of Negros, or 
others whom they can get the Maſtery over 
(for their on Advantage. 


But as this is very forreign from Chriſtiauity,

Anſw. Sir, After a mature and ſerious conſi- 
deration of the Queſtion propoſed, | am for 
the Affirmative, and cannot fee how fuch a 
Trade (tho' much vied by Chriftians) can be 
any way juſtify'd, and fairly reconciled to the 
Chriftian Law. And here, firſt let me propole 
my Reafons, and then Anſwer ſuch weak Pleas 
as ule to be made for it. 

1. I take it to be contrary to the great Law of 


Nature, of doing unto all Men as we would they 


ſhouid do unto us; and which, as our Saviour 
a f tells 
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tells us (Mat. 7. 22, 22.) ie ſum of the Lan 
and the Prophets. For let us put the Caſe to our 
ſelves, and conſider what jt would be for a Man 
to be fiolen away tom his Native Country, 
and hurryed into perpetual Bondage; Or to have 
a Child inatch'e fron: his Embracesy and fo uled! 
and then fee it this Trade and praftice can be 


any way reconciled to this Rule. And ſurely, 


they that have the Goſpel, and yet fin againſt 
the very Laws of Nature; (hall have a ſeverer 
puniſhment at the Day of Judgment, than thoſe 
r filly Wretches that have only that dim 
ight ro guide them, And perhaps thoſe poor 
Wretches in . when Death ſhall make 
them free; may ie up in Judgment, and con- 
demn thoſe more cruel and unnatural Men that 
fo unjuſtly deprive them of that Liberty which 
GOD and Nature hed given them.

3. Its Practice is a Diſgrace to Chriſtianity, 
and makes the Name of Chrift to be blaſphem'd 
2mongſt the Gentiles, and (in all .hkelthvod) 
hinders the Propagation of the Chriſtian Faith 
in the World, Furl am verily p«r{waded, that 
if a fair and honeſt Trade and Commerce had

tiſin, neither have theſe Promiſes any dependance 
upon it; which evidently appears from Peter's 
own caafeſſſon, AU, 10. 34, 44. Theſe having res 
ceived che true Baptiſm, there was no more need 
of any ſign or ceremony of Water, fince they had 
received the ſubſtance ; for as the Day breaks the 
Shadows fly away ; neither had Peter any command 
in all his Commiſſion fo to do, nor to uſe any Fewiſh 
Rites or Cecemonies among theGentiles , the cruth 
of this will yet further appear trom the lnſtructi- 
ons of the wholeChurch of Jeraſale u to theGertil- 8, 
and Paul, who was the greatApoſtle of theGenr:i!er, 
declares in plain words, That he had no Commiſ- 
fon to baptize with Water.

And therefore wiy dear Friends and Rret hren, If 
intereſt were let aſide, and the true Baptiſin 
preached and propagated through the world, { 
mean the baptiſm of the holy Ghoſt, that puri- 
fies and cleanes the heart, and burns all ſin, and 


makes the old Fabrick a new Creation, a fit 


Temple for God to dwell in, this is the Subſtan- 
tial Baptiſm, which hath the certain Promiſe 
ot Salvation to all that receive it, and abides in 
the operation of it, without the Sign or Cere- 
mony of Water Baptiſm. And how beneficial 
would this be to both the learned and unlearned, 
O] ho it would advance the Intereſt and Kings 
dom of Chriſt upon earth. And fo ah the Lovers 
of God and ſeekers of his Glory, the good of their 
Neighbour, and the eternal well-being of their 
Immortal Souls, would become Preachers of Righ- 
teouſneſs, either in words or actions; and ſome 
in both, till the earth were full ot the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the Waters cover the Seas, I.. 11. 
9. The Air would become temperate,the bluſtering 
Winds moderate, the mighty Raging and Roar- 
ing of the Seas calmed, and the extreams of 
Heat and Cold abated, and the Earth be like Pa- 
radiſe, and all Creatures would rejoyce in the 
goodneſs of the Lord; J/a. 55. and chap, 65: 18. 
to the end; and fo no more great Sums of Money 
paid for preaching, for all would be taught of 
God, And great will be the Peace of that v. 
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To further on this bleſſed ſtate is to help the 
Lerd againſt the mighty, not with carnal but 
1piritual weapons, for the wrath of man works 
not the righteouſneſi of God, But to turn to a 
concluſion from this digreſſjon, I lay, to conclude 
this Brief conſideration, | think, I may ſafely ſay

And therefore ſince Chriſt and hjsApoſtles were 
the true Preſidents and Patterns of Chriſtianity, 
it muſt inevitably follow from thenee,} that all 
the Articles of the Chriftian faith were comman- 
ded and practiſed by Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; 
But baptiſch with water, in the Name of the 
Father, Son and holy Ghoſt, was neither comman - 
ded nor praftifed by Chriſt nor his Apoſtles, 
and therefore isno article of the Chriſtian faith 
among us Gentiles And as thoſe other Argurgents 
from Scripture, ſu this laſt from Reaſon, is moſt 
infallibly true and certain,

A done againſt Our Perſon, Property or Repu: do 
noa, without Repent ante or Retaliation, if it 
be in the power of the Inju er ? 

Anſwer. All Injuries ignorantly and undefign- 
ingly done by the Injurer, againſt our Perſon or 
Reputation, we ate obliged to Remit without 
Repentance; but Injuries againſt our Property 
are not tobe remitted without Retaltation or Re- 
ſtitution, if it be in the power of the Injurer. For 
the firſt of theſe, we have a Preſident from Chriſt 
and his Followers, Luke 23. 3 Ads o. but 
for the laſt | know no Preſident; but Infuries 
defignedly done by the Inſurer #gain our Perſon, 


Property or Reputation, ate not to be Kemitted 
without true Repentance, as alſo the Reſtitution 


or Reparation of that part of out Property in 
which we were injured ; We may, if we pleaſe, 
Rentit all Injuries whatfoever without Repert. 
arice or Reſticution, but we are not bound to do 
it, by any Law or Command that | know of; for 
if God ſhould command us to Remit all [njuricsg 
without either Repentante, Retaliation or Re He

Now if we are to Remit, as is already ſaid, 
then it behoyeth us to know from what ſort of 
Ignorance theſe Offences and injuries do pro- 
cced ; for there is two ſorts of Ignorance, viz, one 
ſort of Ignorance is not in our power to help, as 
for inſt nce, We bchold the glorious Sun, Moon 
and Stars, bur we cannot tel} what Matter they 
are made of, The ſecond fort of Ignorance is that 
which God hath put in our po ver to help, by the 
a ſſiſtance of his Grace and Spirit, which te never 
with-draws from none, no, not the worſt of men, 
ſo long as he allo eth them to breathe on his earth, 


So that our Neg!izence, Unwatchfulneſs and Miſ- 


improving our Talent is all our own Fault, and 
therefore the Anvitle faith, Tat when you might 
have been Tears of others, you have need of one 0 
teac you the it Principles of the Oracles of God, Arts, 
$. 12. For, tor the hat tort of 1gnorance we arc

Anſw, it cannot be the ſins of Knowledge that 
Chriit prayed be to forgiven; ſce what is 4d 


againit ſuch” Wickedneſs, 1 Sam, 3. The fins of the 


Houſe of Eli hall not be purged with Sacrifice, &c. 
Neither could it be Willful fins that Chriti pray 
might be Remitted; For Willtul fins there re- 
mains no Sacrifice, Heb. 10. 26, Neither could it 
be Fre ſumptuous fins that Chrift prayed mi ht be 
Forgiven; for that leeins to be a greater fin than 
either of the two former, f Sam, 15 23 Val. 19. 


13. 2 Pet. 2. 10. Neither could it be the fin of

1 now, to ſhut up cloſe that open door to a 

ibertine kind of life, let all People know (it 
there be any ſuch as do not know) that God is 
d free Agent, and may, if he pleaſe, temit all 
fins and Offences whatſoeyer done againtt him, 
but without true and unfeigned Repentance, and 
forſaking the evil, and cleaying to that which ts 
| good, 
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„theke is neither Precept, Prefident nor 
xample for any ſuch thing in all the holy 
Scriptures, that | know of; but on the contrary 
it is expreſly taid, That GOD by no mean will 


clear the guilty, but will render a Reward to every one 


according to their deeds, Exod, 23, . and Chaps 
34. 7. 1, Cor. 3. 8. 2. Cor.. 5, 10. 

And as for Alan, he being made in the !ikeneſs 
of God, he alſo is a free Agent, and may, if be 
pleaſe, remit all Offences and injuries done 
againſt him, but he is not bound to do ſo, by an 
Law or Command, as | have already ſaid. Theſe 
two ſoy ned together, do make ſuch a ſtrong Bolt 
to bar that Door, that there can be no entrance 
there to any Libettine kind of life, Therefore 
let none preſume to offend or diſhonout God, or 
dilguit and injure their Neighbour, and ſo pre- 
tend their Ignorance was the cauſe; bot let 
ſuch remember, that it js ſaid, there is no Dark» 
nels nor ſhadow of Death where the workers 
of Iniquity can hide themſelves, Jobs 34 21,22.
